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In anticipation of coming events likely to cause considerable 
arg umen tive discussion among allotypes of citizens it might be well

sharp lession in local politics when he introduced Alexander 
1 lac Donald, M. P. to the meeting and compared MacDonald’s work on 
behalf of the miners as d&ing for £$hgm what ’Luther had done 
for the rise of Protestantism 1 and this where two ^thirds cf the 
miners were Irish Roman Catholics 4 Luther to them xsaasex was worse 

^than low wages. Politicians tre^ more warily today. The next ve+e* — ^ 
veteran in the Socialistic field was Robert Smillie a life-long 
friend of Keir Hardie and between them they consolidated the 
miners into aa\ integrated community. The advent of the / €te-epepcrtT 
Co-operative Stores into the mining communities took the miners . 
out of the Company Stores. No more was this of paramount importance 
to the miners t&an during the 1926 strike (when the Co-operative 
Stores carried the miners through those heart-rending times and 
allowed payment of credit to start after work was resumed) . In those 
days there was no Social Socurity or Family Allowances. Arthur 
Scargill and Michael McGahey have stepped into positions that were 
created by hard worlc t personal oaoifioo and considerable 
eacifice.

However their politics are regarded outside the miners' movement 
there can bo little doubt that both those two leaders have in 
their own way tried to work in the interests of their own members. 
Kexr Hardie was blacklisted i^every coal pit in Scotland. Ho 
blacklist today. On 7th February 1893 he made his first speech 
m the House of Commons^ as an amendment to a Bill in the Queen's 
Speech referring to the vexed question of unemployment quoting 
the Trade Union returns to show that 1,300.000 workers were in 
receipt of out-of-work pay and bases! on this^cf the Poor Law 
statistics that 4,000,000 people were without the visible means 
of support. (Hardie stated that he got more guidance in the works 
of Robert Burns for solving the problems of the under-priviled^ed 
than in Karl Marx's Dastopital. Hardie outlined his belief in 
Socialism in simple terras. ‘ 

•I am a socialist because Socialism means fraternity founded on 
justice*. His aim w,s the building up of a Labour Party for the 
realisation of Socialism. 'Socialism makes war upon a system not 
a class. * He agreed that there was a conflict of interests 
between those who owned property and those who work for wages 
CUT it was in the true interests of Socialism to remove the cause 
which produced this antagonism. There Bhould be no such thing 
as classes in a civilised society; to divide, the nation into 
classes was anti-social and could never bring about a Socialistic 
State. The aim of International Socialism was to insrease the 
strength of nations and to preserve peace througift the world. 

If one could only believe our politicians today this is the air. 
of all Political Parties BUT the great dream of a Socialistic 
Utopia was killed after the last World War. The whole of 
Euripo (except Spain) was in the hands of the Resistant 
Movements and crying out for a lead in the great humanitarian 
need for a Socialistic Way of living. The Soviet Union with its 
20,000,000. dead would have been held under the sway of the 
Socialistiefes-to a realistic part of Euro-Asia Democracy in the 
true sense of the word. Unfortunate!, the Atlee Labour Government 
never gave the lead that thae Resisthnt Movement was crying out 
for in their tine of need . They and the Americans kept the Fa|ist 
Officials in office and the great utopian dream died.

A Free Europe never got the lead it was looking for from a Labour 
Government. Russia retired behind its wounds and all the Racists 
remained in official capacities running the countries as if* the 
war had never touched them. WOW we have the spectacle of Klaus 
Barbie being winkled out and along with him goes the fact that 
this perpretator of crimes against humanity was assisted by the very 
people who should have pr Q secuted him. And Russia today instead of 
being a Socialist State ±k, totalitarian . So much so and inevitable 
that socialists are the main target for persecution and detention. 
The Great Dream of a Socialist Utopia destroyed in the backlash of 
reactionary forces. (Today* the Labour Party is examining its demise. 
In 1968 Barbara Castle tried to cushion the public against the 
Trade Unions power and again Ted Heath was toppled when his 
Industrial Relations act was along with *In place of Strife* 
thrown out of office. The Labour government with Dennis Healy 
and his 5 % winter of discontent put paid to a Labour Government 
being elected in the hear future. A Conservative Government could not 
be elected without a massive Trade Union members vote. A survey 
today rightly or wrongly would show a massive decline in the Labour 
vote due to Union strikes and the effect on the ordinary vot«r. 

Unions have the full backing of the Law, 
and the early pioneers of Socialism with their policies of 
shorter working hours and elimination of poverty are now lost in 
the leap-frogging lead of the muscle-power unions to the 
detriment of xawelaxs t^ose without muscle. Labour will need 
to get back to the *Grass Roots* and show a united front if any 
credibility is to return*to the movement

Education! Regarding the new Education Act as envisaged for schools 
it seems to be a reversal of the Balfour Education Act of 1902. This 
Act abolished the then School Boards and put Education into the hands 
and control of the Local Authorities and at time this was regarded 

as a very progressive step towards improving education. It is most 
interesting to note *hat this Act come into force when a very liberal 
Conservative was Prime Minister the First Earl $ The Right Honourable 
Arthur James Balfour* statesman and writer* Foreign Secretary under 
Lloyd George ^responsible for the declaration on Palestine) and 
Prime Ministerl 902*1 905. In19l8 the school leaving age was increased 
to l4 under Fisher Education Act. Most of the students attending 
universities in England came from Public Schools but Scotland had 
the Carnegie Grant System under which half the fees were paid and 
the other half by the Local Authority. Because of this a great number 
of students attended tha four Scottish Universities in comparison 
to England. When Michael Foroythtf * M.P. introduces his Education 
Act in Scotland it will be interesting to note how Education has 
fared iy 1992 compared to 1902 t (Two Conservative Ministers Forsyth^ 
and Balfour) *and what progress if any has boon made.
